Investigate Fish Kill 
On Little Flatrock

Over 1,000 gam e and non­ 
gam e fish have been killed in 
L ittle F latro ck 
R iver one 
quarter mile south of Milroy as 
a direct result of leakage from a 
holding 
tank 
at 
the 
Milroy 
Canning Co. according to the 
Indiana State Board of Health. 
A board sanitarian conducted 
an investigation of the fish-kill 
after notification from 
local 
authorities. 
Dave Shipe, Sanitarian for the 
ISBH, reported yesterday that 
the fish-kill has been associated 
with an im purities leak from the 
Milroy Canning Co. The leak 
was reportedly accidental in 
nature and has already been 
repaired by company. 
Indiana Conservation Officer 
Glen Conner went to the scene of 
the fish-kill on Sunday, Sep­ 
tem ber 14, at 8 p.m. at the 
request of residents in the area 
of Little Flatrock River. Conner 
o b serv ed 
the 
fish-kill 
a p ­ 
proxim ately one-quarter mile 
south of the Milroy com m unity 
at the west edge where Lick 
Creek flows into Little Flatrock 
river. 
Officer Conner, as required by 
th e Indiana D ep artm en t of 
N a tu ra l 
R esources, 
is 
in ­ 
v e stig a tin g 
the 
kill 
and 
co m p letin g 
re p o rts. 
T hese 
reports will be sent to the 
Indiana Departm ent of N atural 
R eso u rces ^nd the F e d e ra l

C onner 
has 
counted

proxim ately 1,000 dead fish in a 
one mile stretch of the Little 
Flatrock River He lists the fish 
as small-mouth bass, rock bass, 
bluegill, punkin seed sunfish.

Conner estim ates that the total 
num ber of fish killed will im- 
crease, as he has only partially 
completed his investigation 
The Rush County Health office 
was also notified of the fish-kill 
by residents in the area of the

Sanitarian, went to the scene 
and verified the fish-kill to the 
residents. 
Bickell notified the Indiana

from the state health office. 
Both Bickell and Shipe took 
w ater sam p les from L ittle 
Flatrock river Tuesday, August 


16. They also took pictures of the 
river area where the fish were 
floating dead in the water. The 
sam ples from the water were 
taken at v ario u s in terv als.

Bowen Lauds Tradewinds Center 


GARY, Ind. (UPI) — Gov. Otis R. Bowen said Friday 
night that the Tradewinds Rehabilitation Center for 
handicapped persons here is an example of what can 
happen when “voluntary dedicated and selfless efforts’’ 
are expended in behalf of worthwhile projects. 
Bowen spoke at a 10th anniversary observance for the 
center, saying many individuals express frustration over 
“a sincere desire to help another human being.” 
“Often that helplessness is expressed simply as, ‘But 
what can I do? I’m just one person,’” Bowen said. “We 
hear 
that feeling 
of 
frustration 
and 
exasperation 
expressed regarding everything from unemployment to 
world peace, from inflation to the rehabilitation of 
crippled children.” 
Citing the construction, development and growth of 
the Tradewinds center, Bowen said “it all started 
because individual citizens saw a need, rolled up their 
sleeves and pitched in.” 
“Sometimes the complexity and the enormity of our 
modern-day American society tends to overshadow the 
power that is held in the hands, hearts and minds of 
individual people,” the governor said. "Sometimes we 
tend to overlook the impact that individual people can 
have. Sometimes we fail to recognize our own strengths 
and our own potentials.”

She said by not reporting the 
spills,

Steel 
displayed 
"contempt 
for 
the 
environ 
ment.” 
She said the charge 
was 
based on a two-month study of 
U S. Coast Guard records from 
between January, 1974 and last 
June The study showed that 
U S Steel failed to report 18 
per cent of its spills and did not 
file adequate reports on 67 per 
cent of the spills to the SEC, 
she said. 
"By violating SEC regula­ 
tions, U.S. Steel is concealing 
from the public, from their 
stockholders, and from the U ' 
government, crucial inforn - 
tion on their legal and financial 
liabilities," Miss Ward said. •

by 
comparing the Coast 
Guard 
records in three districts with 
the SEC records. 
Miss Ward said 44 oil spills 


from ships in the Great Lakes 
and Ohio and 
Pennsylvania 
rivers were reported in the 
Coast Guard records during the 
18-month period She said only 
36 of the spills were reported to 
the SEC. 
Miss Ward also criticized the 
Coast Guard for levying low 
fines against

saying penalties averages $2.19 
for every gallon of oil spilled, 
or 6 per cent of the maximum 
fines.

“ Whenever you have re a s­ 
sessm ent 
in 
an

time you have to do it honestly 
and that m eans you are going 
to have m aybe a 40 per cent 
increase in assessm en t. That 
m eans if you have a rate that 
is stationary and the assessed 
value 
is 
higher 
there 
are 
potentially new funds available 
for lo cal b u d g e te e rs to find 
w ays to spend and that is the 
problem we are going to have 
to face,” Bowen explained. 
A 
key 
provision 
of 
the 
property tax relief plan is the 
local option proviso that allows 
counties to im pose an individu­ 
al income surtax. In counties 
that adopted this local option 
tax, 
the 
dollar 
amount 
of 
property taxes is frozen but in 
the non-adopting counties the 
rate is frozen so they would get 
sizeable in creases in property 
tax from increased assessm en t 
under present inflated prices. 
This can 
be com pared 
to 
rew arding 
the bad-guvs 
and 
kicking the good-guys in the 
rear, a s far a s the backers of 
the total property tax relief 
program are concerned. Bowen 
disclosed that he and Hart have 
d isc u sse d th is th reat to the

and said he is working with 
him “ to m ak e p ro p erty tax 
relief not only substantial and 
visible but also lastin g—and it

“ Had there not been inflation, 
we would not have had the

Most Hoosiers are aware that 
Aaron 
Burr, one time 
Vice 
President of the United States, 
shot 
and 
killed 
another 
prominent politician in a duel 
and later was tried for treason 
against the country, but few 
know that for a brief time he 
meddled in Indiana affairs and 
actually caused at least one 
Hoosier to be tried for the same 
crime of treason. 
When considering the case of 
Aaron 
Burr, one must 
also 
consider the times in which he 
lived. It was an era of great and 
startling revolutions Our own 
country was hardly of age. In 
Europe, France was being ruled 
by a former peasant. Other 
great empires were falling to 
the same fate. To become a 
ruler of a country was not such 
an impossible dream. Spain had 
been conquered by Napoleon 
and 
were poorly protected, if at all. 
To sieze them by force or by 
persuasion was not so difficult 
as it might now seem. 
Our own government had long 
cast covetous eyes on the 
Floridas and Mexico. The idea 
for annexing this territory 
definitely did not originate with 
Burr. Several schemes had been 
set afoot for accomplishing this, 
then been abandoned There is 
little doubt that many high in 
our government had secretly 
connived 
with these plotters 
though they could not openly 
countenance hostilities until 
they actually commenced. Burr 
always claimed that President 
Jefferson knew of and secretly 
approved of his venture until he 
was able to purchase Louisiana 
Territory from the French over 
Spanish 
protests. 
Then 
Je f­ 
ferson seized the opportunity to 
use the accusation of treason to 
demolish 
his 
old 
political 
enemy. Who was telling the 
truth is still a matter for debate. 
Many historians think that while 
Jefferson may not have con­ 
doned B u rr’s actions he was 
definitely 
ignoring 
them. 
It 
suited 
his 
purpose to 
have 
rumors of invasion floating in 
the air for he was hoping to 
frighten Spain into giving up her 
claims on Florida. 
At any rate early in 1805 Burr 
journeyed *vst and with several 
other prominent politicians set 
up a company to build a canal 
around 
the 
falls 
at 
J e f ­ 
fersonville. In August of that 
year the 
Indiana Territorial 
Legislature granted the com­ 
pany 
a 
charter and 
Bu rr 
became one of the directors. 
There was a clause in their 
charter which authorized the 
founding of a bank after a 
certain amount of capital had 
been amassed J. H. Daviess of 
Kentucky, who first accused 
and brought Burr to trial for 
treason, later declared, “ These 
people cared nothing about a 
canal. The canal was only for 
color and pretext. The bank was 
what they wanted." It is true 
that Burr did borrow a large 
sum of money from the bank as 
soon as it was formed and the 
scheme 
to 
build 
the 
canal 
collapsed as soon as Burr was 
indicted for treason. 
While Burr was in Indiana he 
visited the Territorial Gover­ 
nor, William Henry Harrison, 
and delivered a letter to him 
written by the head of the Army 
of the United States, James 
Wilkerson. 
In 
the 
letter 


Wilkerson asked the following 
boon: “ Return the bearer of this 
letter to the councils of our 
country where his talents and 
abilities are all important at the 
present 
moment 
. 
.Convene 
your Solons and 
let 
them 
return him (Burr) to Congress 
If you taste this proposition 
speak 
to him 
and 
he 
will 
authorize you to purchase, if 
necessary, an estate for him in 
your territory.” 
It is not known how Harrison 
responded to Wilkerson, but it is 
thought he was too wary 
politician to get entangled in 
any 
such 
scheme. 
B u rr’s 
biographers say that “ Burr was 
not much enamoured with the 
project.” He had greater fish to 
fry. Burr traveled about the 
territory talking with influential 
person, seeking backing for his 
scheme to settle on the lands 
along the Sabine River which 
were sort of a no man’s land or 
buffer zone between the Spanish 
and American settlements. 
Two of his recruits were Davis 
Floyd and Robert New of Je f­ 
fersonville. Floyd was a suc­ 
cessful lawyer and 
tavern 
keeper who also ran a ferry 
across the Ohio and served as 
sheriff by appointment of the 
governor. They collected two 
boat loads of men to join the 
expedition-about 40 men in all 
Each man was to furnish his 
guns and blankets and in return 
was to receive $8 per month plus 
IOO acres of land along the 
Washita branch of 
the 
Red 
River. They left Jeffersonville 
on December 16, 1806 and joined 
other boatloads of men whom 
Burr had recruited in other 
places Among those supporting 
Burr in the venture were ex­ 
senators Jonathan Dayton, and 
Israel Smith, future president 
Andrew Jackson, a very rich 
Irishm an 
named 
Harmon 
Blennerhasset who owned an 
island paradise on the Ohio 
where he lived like a king, and 
General Wilkerson. 
Naturally many rumors had 
followed the movements of Burr 
and early in December Joseph 
Hamilton Daviess of Kentucky 
brought charges of treason 
against Burr. The Judge before 
whom the charges were brought 
dropped his suit because Davis 
could not produce.witnesses to 
support his charges. Burr, who 
had appeared 
voluntarily 
in 
court with Henry Clay as his 
counsel, and answered a1) 
questions freely, was given a 
ball by the people of the town 
and 
treated 
as 
a 
hero. 
Westerners were not fond of the 
Spanish and did not frown on 
Burr’s ideas of taking over their 
land. 
But Wilkerson got cold feet 
and prodded Jefferson into 
issuing orders to “ stop armed 
vessels” and arrest 
persons 
proposing a concurrence in this 
enterprise.” The Ohio militia 
went to Blennerhasset's Island- 
but failed to intercept the men 
who had already gone down 
stream. They did help them­ 
selves to Blennerhasset's supply 
of good wine and wreck his 
beautiful home. 
It was early January before 
Burr learned he was in trouble 
again. Near Natchez he took his 
boats to the western side of the 
river where the militia had no 
jurisdiction and asked the 
citizens of the territory to come 
and inspect them for themselves 


to determine what sort of ex­ 
pedition he was conducting The 
committee who took his in­ 
vitation 
found 
nine 
boats 
stocked with provisions for 
setting up a new community and 
about sixty men armed with 
rifles 
a necessary item for 
one’s own protection in new 
country 
The 
committee 
pronounced itself satisfied but 
Burr was seized anyway and 
appeared before a grand jury 
who declared they found him 
guilty of no wrong doing. 
Nevertheless the judge ordered 
Burr held under $5,000 bond. 
Burr sent a letter to his men to 
go on without him, to divide 
what lands and money there 
was between them. He feared 
for his life at the hands of 
Wilkerson and was going to 
“ flee from oppression.” The 
letter was intercepted and a 
swarm of militia set out after 
Burr. He was finally caught 
near 
the 
Florida 
line 
on 
February 19. 1807. Taken to 
Virginia, he was tried once 
again on the same charges, and 
though 
President 
Jefferson’s 
cousin John Randolph was 
made foreman of the jury and 
another cousin, Chief Justice 
Thomas 
Marshall 
heard the 
case, Burr was acquited again 
for 
lack 
of 
evidence 
of 
wrongdoing The verdict made 
Jefferson 
so 
angry 
he 
threatened to have Justice 
Marshall impeached, but found 
he did not have sufficient in­ 
fluence to do so and prudently 
let the matter drop. 
Meanwhile in Indiana, David 
Floyd fell out of favor with the 
governor. 
His commissions 
were revoked and he was in­ 
dicted on the same charges as 
Burr The charge of treason was 
dismissed for lack of evidence 
and the lesser charge of high 
misdemeanor got him a $10 fine 
and a sentence of three hours in 
jail. The citizens of Indiana 
Territory regarded the whole 
thing as a tempest in a teapot 
and showed their feelings by 
electing him Clerk of the House 
of Representatives while he was 
still under indictment, and in 
1813 made him Auditor of the 
Territory. * New 
became 
a 
delegate to the convention for 
Statehood in 1816 and later the 
first Secretary of State for 
Indiana. 
It is said that many of Burr’s 
followers, upon learning they 
were being hunted as fugitives, 
fled to the woods of Indiana and 
took up residence in the counties 
of Perry, Spencer and Warwick. 
Some historians say this was 
done with the help of Governor 
Harrison,who considered them 
misguided 
and 
provided 
them with protection from the 
Indians until they could defend 
themselves. 
As for Burr, he lived for 
several years as a sort of man 
without 
a 
country, 
finally 
returning to the United States 
and taking up the practice of 
law again. When Texas was 
annexed to the United States 
Burr pointed out that this was 
the very thing he had been 
trying to accomplish. " I was 
right. I was only thirty years too 
soon. What was treason then is 
patriotism now.”

■ Water is one of our primary re­ 
sources. As greater demands are 
placed upon this resource, we can 
expect more intensive public — and 
governmental — discussion about 
water issues 
The catalyst for heightened in­ 
terest in water is the energy crisis. 
Projections for energy demand and 
proposals for achieving greater 
levels of domestic energy produc­ 
tion hint at a large-scale expansion 
of water requirem ents. Water is 
used to extract certain types of 
energy, it is used extensively in 
energy conversion at the power 
plant level and it is attracting greater 
attention as an energy transporter, 
lf greater dem ands are to be 
placed upon America’s water re­ 
source, several questions must be 
addressed. 
Do our existing legal and regula­ 
tory concepts provide an equitable 
and workable arrangem ent for 
meeting modern w ater require­ 
ments? 
Given the massive amounts of 
water needed for energy conver­ 
sion, should there be a system of 
priorities for the type of use? 
What roles will be played at the 
various levels of governm ent— 
federal, state and local — in regula­ 
tion and policy-making? 


Given the diverse economic, so­ 
cial and environmental needs for 
water, will we have enough? 
Up to now, there hasn’t been a 
great deal of thought given these 
problems In my opinion, our will­ 
ingness to develop solutions cannot 
be deferred. 
Right now, energy development 
projects which will use massive 
quantities of water are in their initial 
planning stages. We cannot afford 
arbitrary delay of energy develop­ 
ment but we must recognize that 
we don t have a sound grasp of the 
implications. 
The federal government is in the 
process of intervening to assert 
g rea ter control over water re ­ 
sources. Proposed legislation by 
the U S. Justice Department and re­ 
cent moves by the Army Corps of 
Engineers provide strong indica­ 
tions to me that the federal govern­ 
ment intends to assert almost total 
jurisdiction over the use of water. 
In my opinion, that is an ominous 
development. 
lf we are to develop a sound 
strategy for development and utili­ 
zation of water resources, we must 
begin the process now. lf we wait, 
the decisions will be made for us — 
and we may not like them.
